Bothered a Railroad 


Company. 


Persistence and Postage Stamps at 


Last Reapod a 


Reward. 


Persons who have occasion to trace 


articles that have been lost through 
the carelessness of railroad companies 
will appreciate- tin.- experiences re-cord- 
ed in New York, says the World of that 
city. 
A fe'entleman by the name of 


Johnson put in a modeht claim of 50 
cents, being- the value of a piece of 
burlap that had been appropriated by 
a fireman of the company. He th'-n 
proceeded to enK.it:" In r, long contio- 
vt-rsy with the company with v<.-rv un- 
.satisfactory results. 


IK- shipped an article of furniture 


from this s-tato to Illinois, and had it 
wrapped in burlap and padded with ox- 
cc-lsior to in.sure delivery In good cori- 
(.Iti(,n. He wrote to the buyer notlfy- 
IHK him that ho had charged him 50 
cents for the burlap, but that h.- could 
deduct that amount from his bill and 
K'-nd back the burlap. The buyer re- 
mitted tho amount due less the 50 
cents, and Kent word that he had re- 
turned tho burlap. 


Mr. Johnson thought nothing more 
about It for some time until one day 
while at the local freight office of tho 
railroad the ai?ent In charpp told him 
that he hutl a bundle of burlap for him 
Air. Johnson askod the agent to hunt 
it up and then h<- departed, but present- 
ly returned with tho Information that 
he could not locate it. Then a freight 
handler volunteered 
the intelligence 


that the fireman on a certain engine 
had strayed Into tho freight house one 
day, and seeing the burlap supposed it 
to bo of no value and used It to wipe- 
up his engine Afterwards ho threw it 
under the boiler. 


As it happened, Mr. Johnson owed 
about $30 freight on a car of stock, and 
suggested to the chief clerk that ho 
deduct 00 cents for tho burlap out of 
the bill. 


Tho clerk smiled and said that such 


a thing was impossible. He Informed 
Mr. Johnson that he could put In a 
"claim" for it. 


Mr. Johnson returned to his office 


and wrote a letter like this to the ofll- 
cer who he supposed had charge ot" 
such matters: 


"Dear Sir: I desire to make a claim 


on your road for one bundle of burlap 
shipped to me from Illinois, value r,0 
cents. One of your firemen used tho 
aforesaid burlap to wipe up his engine. 
Please remit for same at once and 
oblige," etc. 


He waited two months nnd then wrote 


again to the following effect to one of 
the chief olllcers: 


"Dear Sir: I desire fo make a com- 


plaint against your Mr. Blank. I wrote 
him concerning a claim against your 
road of ;o cents, and as yot have had 
no reply. A little more haste shown In 
your correspondence would bo appre- 
ciated by your patrons, the shipping 
fraternity. 


"I trust the matter will be adusted at 
once." 


Mr. Johnson received botli his letters 
back airaiii In about ten days. They 
were pinned together and one corner 
was folded down and on it endorsed 
in red ink. 
— 


"Soml In your claim to the claim de- 


partment. The olllceiti oj a railroad 
seldom adust EO-cont claims." 


Mr. Johnson was much surprised and 


grieved at such treatment, and wrote 
Immediately to the claim department, 
and to save time Torwarded ,both the 
letters with their 
insolent 
notation, 


Tho substance of his letter was as fol- 
lows: 


"I send herewith two letters, which 


explain themselves. 1 trust this matter 
will be fixed up the right way. ns I 
want to clean up all small accounts on 
my books preparatory to taking inven- 
tory. I will say in conclusion that I 
am a heavy shipper over your line, anil 
if (hit much overdue account Is not 
adjiistoii shortly shall give my trafllc 
to another road." He only waited three 
months this time, and then received a 
prompt reply to his last letter. Tho en- 
tiro oorrosp'MHlonce came back, and an- 
other letter attached to the original, 
which rend like this: 


"Hoforring to your favor nnd claim 


of recent date we big to state that it 
will be necessary fur j on to furnish 
us Ml! of lading, expense bill, date of 
shipment, date of receipt nnd name of 
tire-man, also number of engine." 


.Mr. Johnson again wrote them: 
"Tho claim you speak of is not of 
recent birth, and U is diflicult for mo 
to (jive data and statistics which ante- 
date the stone ago. 


' The burlaps were shipped from Illi- 


nois long ago and arc much overdue. 
Tho liremnn who used the self-same 
burlap Is probably laid off permanent- 
ly on a pension. 


"The number of the engine escaped 
mo, not being piosent when it was pol- 
ished up with my burlap. 


"I will say In conclusion that some- 


thing must !>e done at once about this 
claim." 


Mr. Johnson waited olg-ht months in 


suspense, nnd then wrote again as fol- 
lows: 


"Dear Kir: Some time, years ago. It 
chanced that 1 lost a bundle of burlap 
while in transit over your line and on 
the advice of one of. your trusted em- 
ployes I put in it claim for It. 


"1 have had returned to me tho cor- 


respondence in tho, ma.ttor

times, and have regularly sent It back.

Then there 
was another letter from the railroad to 
an express company asking for car 
number and date of delivery.

There were 437 papers all carefully 
paged, numbered, filed and lettered. 


As nearly as Mr. Johnson could fig- 


ure out the papc-:-E proved conclusively 
that the local agent acknowledged re- 
ceipt of burlaps, but had not looked up 
the claim very thoroughly and so noted 
on the package, "Still in doubt." 


He wrote another letter and attached 


it to the claim. The letter was as fol- 
lows: 
"Dear Sir: I am In receipt of the 


claim papers sent me. and beg to re- 
turn same to you.

He attached this to the outside of

The Directors Defended and 


Then More Attacks 


Follow. 


GOSSIP OF THE 
LODGE-ROOM, 


A Variety of Events Showing 


the Societies Are 


" Booming. 


The prophesy made in these columns 


about ten days neo that one of the 
srea.tc.st fitrhts exi>ei ienced in fraternal 
circles In California would follow the 
adoption by Lyon Pom Xc>. i, (!. A. K.. 
of this city, of i-'-solutlonR censuring 
the management of the Koldicis' Home 
at Yountville, has been fulfilled. 


Those resolutions have be<>n forward- 


ed to every fiiaiiel Army post In the 
department. They have been discussed 
Jn many or the leading newspapers In 
the State, ami. for the first time In 
many years, a knowledge of the divi- 
sion of sentiment which has existed in 
the G. A. R.. as r<-f,-ards the manner 
in which the Soldiers' Home at Yount- 
ville has been managed, has reached 
the people. 


In Uiis work, the Tiibune took the 


initiative, because it placed before its 
rwuilfrs on the morning after then- 
adoption the resolutions criticizing the 
Jloaril of Mnnugors of the Yountville 
.Homo, 'Which had been intended only 
for the (!. A. K. posts throughout the 
State, nnd his excellency, Oov. Kuucl, 
•who was respectfully lequested to In- 
vestigate- the charges made. Since then 
the resolutions In <iuestlon have been 
scattered 
broadcast 
throughout 
the 


State, and the attention they have at- 
tracted has Impelled the Hoard of Direc- 
tors of the Home to speak publicly 
on the subject. 


An attempt has been under way for 


several days to effect a reconsideration 
of the resolutions adopted 
by l,yon 


3'oyt. So far as known, there are two 
persons working with this end in view. 
One, and perhaps both of them, were 
present at the meeting of the Post 
on the 
nlKht the resolutions 
iwero 


adopted. As the resolutions were dis- 
cussed In a thorough manner and then 
adopted .unanimously, members of l,y- 
on Post are ••ntlcavorlK to discover why 
there should be a desire on the part of 
anyone to take a step backward, and. 
Jn a measure, place [.yon post In a 
questionable position before the people. 
The chargeH in the resolutions are eith- 
er true or untrue. If true, members 
fisk, why should they be reconsidered'.' 
If untrue, why were they not voted 
clown aft.-r. they had been thoroughly 
discussed.? 


Jl Is alleged that the move to re- 


consider Is based upon a parliament- 
ary technicality. If thiif be the only 
ground on which the old straw Is to 
be threshed over again, so it does not 
seem likely that it .will appeal strongly 
to the people. 
If the reconsideration 


of the resolutions .should obtain, and 
the resolutions should then be defeated 
by members who could be canvassed to 
attend the meeting, the standing of 
Jyyon Post would be seriously impaired 
In the esteem of the people, no investi- 
gation by Oovcrnor Hudd could talw 
Place, and the truth or falsity of the 
charges would remain a secret of the 
O. A. K. under the cover of Its depart- 
ment encampment. 


At the same time, people feel that 
J.yon Post should stand by its resolu- 
tions if it believes them to be true, and 
likewise guard against a packed meet- 
ing when next It assembles. 


In response to the resolutions of 


l>yon 1'ost came resolutions fiom Lin- 
coln Post No. 1, of Kan Francisco, ex- 
pressing confidence in the "honesty and 
Hegrlty of the present Hoaid of Direc- 
tors of the Veterans' Home Associa- 
tion," and protesting against Individ- 
ual posts "heralding to 
the

things that. If true, would be best reg- 
ulated at the proper time, which is be- 
fore the department encampment *

which ni'-ets less than 60 days 
hence." 


Then Peparlnient Commander 'Wil- 


son was interviewed, and said: "While 
1 do not wish to he reported as mak- 
ing a decision, and while some of tin- 
charges are too important to bo treat- 
ed lightly. 1 must consider somo of 
them as Ill-advised .to say the least. I 
am surprised to hear of those abuses 
as it was thought that everything was 
going on properly at the Home." 


Commander Cleorge A. 
Norton, of 


"Lyon Post, a levol-headed and con- 
scientious man, impelled by strictures 
in the resolution of Lincoln Post, next 
said some things, among them the fol- 
lowing: "The resolutions published by 
3>incoln Post, reflecting upon the action 
<--f Lyon Post in the matter, might 
mean something, provided it were not 
n well-known fact that the ring could 
Slave been broken long ago had it not 
been for the aid and comfort It received 
from certain members of Lincoln Post." 


The next chapter was the olloged 
threat of arresting and court-martial- 
ing Lyon Post, and charging the mem- 
bers .with unmllltary and unfraternal 
Conduct'. 


Then Director Blinn had 
to say. 


among other things, as follows: "O. T 
knew nil about those resolutions of 
Lyon Post.

Then there 
was another letter from tho railroad to 
an express company asking for cap 
number and date of delivery. Olher 
letters and papers guve date of re- 
ceipt. 
There were 407 papers all carefully 


puffed, numbered 
filed and lettered. 


As nearly as Mr. Johnson could ilp- 


ure out the papers provprl conclusively 
that the local agent ackr.owledfred re- 
ceipt of burlaps, but had not looked up 
the claim very thnroug-hly and so noted 
on the pnokase, "Still In doubt." 
He wrote another letter and attached 


it to the claim. The letter was as fol- 
lows: 
"Dear Sir: T am in receipt of the 


claim papers sent me, and bojr to re- 
turn same to you. 
It occurs to me (hat 


undue haste Is being- used in ferreting I 
out this claim. Use your own conven- 
ience In the matter." 
He attached this to the outside of 


the bundle and sent It to the railroad 
claim office by express, collect, but In 
two days received word that the local 
express" agent that ho would lose his 
Job if tho "oharRCS were not prepaid, as 
It -was refused at t.he other end. and 
his-company blamed him for taking- 
It from Irresponsible parties.

Other 
letters and papers gave date of re- 
ceipt.

GOSSIP OF THE

Tho prophfKy ma<!o in these columns 


about ten days aco that one of the 
greatest lights cxpei iencf-d in fraternal 
circles In California would follow the 
adoption by I,yon I'o'.l No. X. <; A. I?., 
of this city, of i-i-»o titlons of-n^iiring 
the management of tli • .Soldiers' Home 
at Yountvlllc. has l>e-n fulfilled. 


Those resolutions lu ve bt-en forwanl- 


ci) to c-vt-iy Crand / nny post in the 
department. They h.\ -e been discussed 
in many of the lead! \v newspapera In 
the Stat". and, for the lirst Urne In 
Tnany years, a knnu.'fd&e of the divi- 
sion of sentiment which has exi.sted in 
the Ci. A. It., as regards the manner 
in which tin- Soldiers' Home at Yount- 
vlllf lias been managed, lias reached 
the people. 


In this work, the Tribune took ;lie 


Initiative, because It placed belore Its 
rcader.s on the morning after their 
adoption the resolutions ciiticiHing the 
.Hoard of Managei.s of the Yountville 
Jlome, which had b'-en Intf-niled only 
lor the O. A. H. posts throughout the 
State, and his excellency. Gov. Hudd. 
who was respectfully requested to In- 
vestigate the charges made. Since then 
ti.e resolutions In question have been 
scattered 
broadcast 
throughout 
the 


State, and the attention they ha\e at- 
tracted has Impelled the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Home to speak publicly 
on the subject. 


An attempt has been under way for 


several days to effect a reconsideration 
of the resolutions adopted by Lyon 
Post. So far a» known, there are two 
jiersons working with this end in view. 
One, «nd perhaps both of them, weie 
present at the meeting of the Tost 
on the nl(;ht the resolutions 
mvra 
adopted. As the resolutions were dis- 
cussed In a thorough manner and then 
adopted unanimously, members of Ly- 
on Post are cndcitvorlg to discover why 
there should be a desire on the part of 
anyone *x» take n step backward, and. 
in a me^.Ore, place Lyon post in a 
questionable position befoie the people. 
The charges In the resolutions are eith- 
er true or untrue. Ji true, members 
ask. why should they be reconsidered? 
If untrue, why wore they not voted 
down after they had been thoroughly 
discussed.? 
It Is alleged that the move to re- 
consider is based upon a parliament- 
ary technicality. If that be the only 
ground on which tho old straw is to 
be threshed over again, so it does not 
.seem likely that it iwlll appeal strongly 
to the people. If the reconsideration 
of the resolutiomi should obtain, and 
the resolutions should then be defeated 
by members who could be canvassed to 
attend the meeting, the standing of 
Lyon Post would be seriously impaired 
In the esteem of the people, no investi- 
gation by Oo\enior liudd could take 
piace. and tin- truth or falsity of the 
charges would remain a secret of the 
G. A. K. under the cover of its depart- 
ment encampment. 
At the same time, people feel that 
J^yon Post should stand by its resolu- 
tions if It believes them to be true, and 
likewise guard against a packed meet- 
ing when next It assembles. 


In response to the resolutions of 
Lyon Post came resolutions from Lin- 
coln Post No. l, of San Francisco, ex- 
pressing confidence in the "honesty and 
Itoifrlty of the present Hoard of Direc- 
tors of the Veteran.s' Home Associa- 
tion," and piotestinc against individ- 
ual posts "heraldIng to 
the 
world

ulated nt the proper time, which is be- 
fore the department "ncampmeiH "

hence." 
Then Depaitment Commander Wil- 
son was Interviewed, and said: "While 
I do not wish to be reported as mak- 
ing a decision, nnd while some of the 
charges arc too important to be treat- 
ed lightly. I must consider some of 
them as Ill-advised .to say the least I 
am surprised to hear of those abuses 
as It was thought that everything was 
going on properly nt tho Home." 
Commander George A. Norton, of 
Lvon Post, a level-headed and con- 
scientious man. Impelled by strictures 
In the resolution of Lincoln Post, next 
said some things, among them the fol- 
lowing: "The resolutions published by 
Lincoln Post, reflecting upon the action 
of Lyon Post In the matter, might 
mean something, provided it were not 
n well-known fact that the ring could 
have been broken long ago had It not 
been for the aid and comfort It received 
from certain members of Lincoln Post." 
The next chapter was the alleged 
threat of arresting and court-martial- 
ing Lyon Post, and charging the mem- 
bers -with unmllltary and unfraternal 
conduct. 
Then Director TJllnn had 
to say, 
among other things, as follows: "O, I 
knew all about those resolutions of 
Lyon Post, It was the work of just 
seven soreheads in that body. Kx-Com- 
mandant Thompson, whom the direct- 
ory couldn't tolerate nny lonper at the 
home 'because oC his stubborn disobed- 
ioncc of orders nnU hit miserable inls- 
manapcment of the Institution, has 
been gathering a few other malcon- 
tents around him awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to square accounts with the 
l>oard." 
By way of replying to this statement 


friends of the accused ex-commandant, 
refer to the last report of the home 
for the year ending June 30, 1S93. In 
that appears tho report of the commit- 
tee on building and grounds, compris- 
ing Messers. 
Garrett. 
Backus 
and 
Strohl. That document devotes a. big 
paragraph to the practical and beau- 
tiful Improvements made about the 
home.' nnd then appears tho words: 
"For 
further details reference is made 
to tho report of the commandant." 
(Thompson.)'In. the commandant's re- 
jx>rt. thus endorsed, appears these 
words: "More permanent Improvements 
have te«n made and larger crops pro- 
duced this (94-95) year by far for the 
•money appropriated, than In any pre- 
•vioug year." 
"If that is evidence of what Mr. 
Blinn calls 
'miserable 
mismanage- 
tteni;'" wy» a fiarty, to tills .fight, "I 


cannot harmonise the meaning of the 
terms." 


Ex-Commandant Thompson also pro- 
jects hlm«elf into the fight. HP puts 
some sharp qiir.sUons to Mr Rllnn, :is 
follows- "Will Mr. Rllnn kindly prTare 
a statement for the Ciovrnoi's In.-oMl- 
Uallon of all the money he ha,? re- 
celv'-tl from tlv- home treasury for 
going to the- home mi»r<" or less every 
week since he \va.s director.- for what It 
has cost the home to kocp him and 
his family there in country outings 
during the sam<- time? Also what com- 
missions or favors he has received for 
buying supplif-s for the home from cer- 
tain partic-s who arc known to have 
offered Inducements to another director 
to make such purchases? Also of what 
hf knows about farming, gardening. 
Biounds, buildings, or the care of old 
soldiers If anything and what g.iod If 
any has he been to tho home at Yount- 
VilloV" 


He also statf-s that if Gov. Rudd will 
Investigate the home Lyon Post will 
substantiate every 
e-hnrge made. 


Then came a meeting of the directors 


of the home and the adoption of a !•>••;- 
olution asklns Gov. Hudd to investi- 
gate the charges made against the 
manngornent of the horn". 
Such being the case some people can- 
not sef tho wisdom of attempting now 
to force a reconsideration of 
Lyor. 
Post's resolutions on that organization. 


The directors also requested Depart- 


ment Commander Wilson to investigate- 
tho charges referred to, and also, after 
having completed the Investigation, "to 
take such steps as he may deem neces- 
sary proper and just In connection -with 
the- action taken by said Lyon Post." 
l.yon Post membots over here, =.ay 
that the last sentence, from the tone-. 
would seem to imply that the charges 
are to be- found groundless and that 
Lyon Post must be coui t-martialed or 
otherwise punished under the- law of tho 
G. A. R. "Hut." they ask. "of what 
necessity is there for one investigation 
by CJov. BuOd and another by Depart- 
ment Commander Wilson. If Gov Hudd i 
finds the charges proven. Department I 
Commander Wilson could not afford to 
do otherwise. 7f ho should, would It 
avail anything? If Commander Wilson 
should find the charges pio\en. should 
not his attention be devoted to the di- 
rectors instead of the- members of Ly- 
on Post?" 
The next, and perhaps, for a time at 
least, the last chanter in this strange 
story is the assurance of Gov.
